Of course in this case, the question hecomes a little more

| I was very glad to receive to-dey your note of Jomary 27th 
‘rom Sen Franciseo, 1 knew that you were expecting soon to go, having recently 
talked with Mrs. Schieffelin about you, and acme time ago Bishop Root and I talked 
sbout your goimg, and I encouraged him in his purpese to advise your appointment. 
1 hope that God may richly bless you in the work, I know how hard it, will be Por 
you to hold im when you see so meh. to do and will be so eager to do ity but LT am 
sure alee that you will be wise not to overtax yourself at the beginning, but to be 
gatient im view sf the long service of many years Which you ought to rendar in this 
generation of China’s need and poswibility. I remember hearing « tissiomiry tell 
onee of Dr. Nevius’s first years in China, Som other new missionaries Were tush= 
ing around doing all sorts of inprudent things, One day Dr. Nevius was absorbed, 
walking in Ningpo with a pith hat aud an umbrella and blue glaases. An old miss ion 
ary looked at him admiringly and gald, “There goes 9. yourig man who intends to work 
a lomg time in this Empire." . 

I believe you are going tio do a strong and useful work, All the more 
because you have learned the aeeret that the greatest and strongeat work is the work 
thet ig done in secret, on the pergonal life. I have got a great deal of satisfac- 
tion lately in the matter af one's work from thinking on an idea suggested to me by 
a passage in one of Newman's Sermne. I havé never read the full sermon, but the 
passage to which I refer I sat in a book by Pr, Alexander Whyte on Newman, Tt was 
entitled there, "On the World’s Benefactors,” The thought which it suggested to 
m, horever, Was one on which I straightway Wrote an editorial for the Sunday 
School Times, entitled "The Oblivion of Great Work.”
